Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Wyatt  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Hygiene  Conditions 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1946. 

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  is  compiled 
to  conform  with  Articles  6  (3)  and  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935  ;  Article  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary 
Officers  Order,  1926  and  it  incorporates  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  13/47  dated  13th  March,  1947. 

The  Corporation  had  no  Sanitary  Inspector  for  five  months  of 
1945  and  for  six  months  of  1946.  This  has  been  unfortunate  as  so 
much  work  required  to  be  done  after  almost  a  standstill  of  con¬ 
structive  Public  Health  work  during  the  six  war  years.  I  very  much 
regret  that  Mr.  Stroud,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  left  six  months 
after  his  return  from  the  Army,  but  during  his  period  of  service,  he 
did  much  valuable  work,  and  I  feel  it  should  now  be  quite  easy  for 
the  new  Sanitary  Inspector  to  take  over  in  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

The  Health  of  the  Borough  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  good 
and  there  has  been  much  less  infectious  disease  than  in  1945.  Table 
2J&  shows  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough  since 
1898  and  is,  I  think,  of  considerable  interest. 

Both  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  slightly  above  those  of  the 
country  as  a  whole,  and,  although  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  rather 
high  this  year,  it  is  very  satisfactory  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year.  The  reduction  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate 
from  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  in  1945,  to  under  four 
per  cent,  in  1946,  may  also  be  considered  a  very  satisfactory  sign  of 
the  return  of  the  country  to  more  normal  living  conditions. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  members  of  Council  for 
the  co-operation  they  have  given  me  and  should  also  like  to  add 
that  I  have  had  every  assistance  possible  from  the  members  of  the 
Council  Staff.

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Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries 

The  Borough  is  mainly  residential,  but  as  a  shopping  centre  and 
with  its  fortnightly  live-stock  market,  it  has  the  characteristics  of 
a  market  town. 

It  is  a  town  of  great  historical  and  architectural  interest  and 
the  attractions  of  the  Abbey,  the  two  rivers  and  the  fine  examples 
of  half-timbered  houses,  bring  tourists  and  campers  in  large  numbers 
during  the  summer  months. 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  the  houses  in  many  of  the  counts 
and  alleys  in  which  the  town  abounds,  and  which  are  so  attractive 
to  the  visitor,  are  unsatisfactory  from  the  health  and  housing  point 
of  view.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  what  may  be  an  artist’s 
paradise,  may,  to  people  condemned  to  live  in  these  “  picturesque  ” 
surroundings,  be  the  very  reverse. 

The  major  industry  of  the  town  is  the  hotel  and  catering 
trade,  which  employs  several  hundred  persons  ;  while  the  following 
factories  are  also  major  employers  of  labours  : — 

(a)  Messrs.  Healings  Flour  Mills  (110  persons). 

(b)  Messrs.  Bathursts  Ltd.  (Boatbuilding)  (60  persons). 

(c)  Messrs.  Haddon  Products  Ltd.  (60  persons). 

Unemployment 

There  has  been  somewhat  more  during  the  year  compared  with 
1945,  when  unemployment  was  nil.  This  was  envisaged,  however, 
when  the  U.S.  General  Depot  (G.25)  closed  early  in  the  year. 

The  minimum  number  of  unemplo3/ed  was  8  (5  males  and  .3 
females)  and  the  maximum  38  (32  males  and  6  females).

It  is  unfortunate  that  Gloucestershire  is  one  of  the  Counties 
without  a  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  in  consequence,

There  is  at  present  a  15  per  cent,  war  time  increase  on  the  above 
figures,  and  a  County  Council  committee  is  considering  their  revision. 


Ambulance  Facilities 
I.  Sick  and  Casualty  Cases 

The  Tewkesbury  &  District  Ambulance  Association  (founded 
in  1945)  maintains  two  ambulances,  a  new  26.9  h.p.  Austin  presented 
to  the  Association  in  December,  1945,  by  F.  K.  Healing,  Esq.,  and 
an  ex  U.S.  Army  30-cwt.  Chevrolet,  the  gift  of  the  Mechanised 
Transport  Corps  of  the  American  Ambulance  Association  to 
Tewkesbury  Hospital,  who  handed  it  over  in  February,  1946  for  the 
use  of  the  Association.  The  total  membership  on  31st  December, 
1946  was  1,458,  an  increase  of  nearly  500  on  last  year. 


2.  Infectious  Disease  Cases 

Arrangements  for  these  cases  during  the  year  has  been  as 
follows  : — 


1st  January-31st  March,  1946.  When  Tredington  Isolation 
Hospital  was  in  use,  the  old  Borough  Ambulance  was  used. 

1st  April-3 1st  October,  1946.  City  of  Gloucester  Isolation 
Hospital  at  a  charge  of  Is.  per  mile. 

1st  November-31st  December,  1946.  The  City  Ambulance  con¬ 
tinued  to  take  cases  to  Over  Isolation  Hospital,  but  the  Tewkesbury 
Ambulance  Association  took  over  responsibility  for  fetching  cases 
from  the  Hospital  back  to  their  homes,  as  they  were  then  non- 
infectious.  This  augmented  the  funds  of  the  local  Association  and 
is  also  an  advertisement  for  the  Borough. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year.  The  Tewkesbury 
and  District  Nursing  Association  has  the  services  of  two  nurses  who 
undertake  midwifery  and  general  nursing  in  the  Borough  and  also 

in  three  parishes  in  Cheltenham  Rural  District. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

1.  Infant  Welfare  Centre 

This  is  run  by  a  Voluntary  organisation  and  is  held  fortnightly 
in  the  Town  Hall,  by  courtesy  of  the  Corporation.  The  County 
Council  provide  a  grant  and  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  a  General 
Practitioner. 

2.  School  Clinic 

The  County  Council  have  rented  a  part  of  the  Municipal  Offices 
for  this  purpose  and  the  necessary  conversions  have  been  carried 
out.  It  is  hoped  to  open  it  early  in  1947  when  it  will  obviate  the 
need  to  carry  out  any  necessary  treatments  in  schools. 

3.  Orthopaedic  Clinic 

This  is  held  at  the  Hospital  and  is  visited  regularly  (weekly) 
by  an  Orthopaedic  nurse.  An  Orthopaedic  surgeon  visits  every 
quarter  or  more  often  if  necessary. 

4.  Ophthalmic  C  inic 

This  is  held  at  the  Hospital  every  two  months  or  as  required. 

5.  Tuberculosis  Clinic 

This  is  held  at  the  Hospital  when  required,  but  most  cases  are 
seen  at  the  Cheltenham  Dispensary  by  appointment. 

Hospitals 

Tewkesbury  Voluntary  Hospital.  This  Hospital  has  two 
8-bed  wards  with  a  cot  in  each,  and  two  2-bed  private  wards. 
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In  addition,  four  emergency  beds  are  also  available,  provided 
there  is  adequate  staff. 

It  is  still  an  E.M.S.  Hospital. 

In  the  early  part  of  1946  a  legacy  of  5,000  dollars  was  left  by 
Mr.  Disston,  a  member  of  an  old  Tewkesbury  family,  to  the  Tewkes¬ 
bury  Corporation  for  the  establishment  of  a  Maternity  Ward  in  the 
town.  By  arrangement  with  the  executors  the  terms  of  the  legacy 
have  been  revised  so  that  a  Joint  Trust  has  now  been  set  up  between 
the  Tewkesbury  Voluntary  Hospital  and  the  Corporation  for  pre¬ 
paration  of  a  suitable  scheme. 

Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Tredington.  This  26-bed 
hospital,  located  in  the  Rural  District  of  Cheltenham,  was  useful 
during  the  war,  but  at  the  end  of  hostilities  it  became  redundant  as 
far  as  the  requirements  of  the  Borough  was  concerned,  and  it  was 
handed  over  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  on  1st  April, 
1946,  for  an  annual  rental  of  £250. 

City  Isolation  Hospital,  Over  ;  (fifty-six  beds  for  acute  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases).  As  from  1st  April,  1946,  infectious  disease  cases 
requiring  hospital  treatment  were,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Gloucester  Corporation,  admitted  to  this  hospital  at  a  charge  of 
£3  3s.  per  week  plus  special  treatment  and  ambulance  charges.  The 
Corporation  agreed  to  allot  a  minimum  of  four  beds  at  any  one  time, 
for  which  the  Borough  agreed  to  pay  a  yearly  minimum  sum  of  £75. 

Mortuaries 

(a)  Tolsey  Lane.  This  permanent  mortuary,  the  property  of 
the  Corporation,  is  on  the  whole  good  and  very  well  kept.  Hot 
water  and  gas  lighting  are  available. 

(b)  Tewkesbury  Cemetery.  Part  of  the  chapel  was  made 
available  as  a  mortuary  during  the  War  Emergency.  It  has  never 
been  used  and  owing  to  lack  of  facilities  is  not  now  suitable. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies 

Main  Supplies. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Corporation,  by  the  Cheltenham 
&  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board,  whose  purification  works  are  within 
the  Borough. 

The  process  of  purification  of  the  water  which  is  drawn  from 
the  River  Severn,  consists  of  sedimentation  with  alum,  rapid  sand 
filtration  and  treatment  by  chloramination. 
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Supplies  are  ample  and  of  excellent  quality.  Frequent  analyses, 
both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  carried  out  at  the  source  of 
supply,  the  purification  works  and  delivery  points.

New  connections  to  the  Public  Mains  during  the  year  :  17. 

Extensions  of  mains  during  the  year  :  a  two-inch  service  main 
was  laid  to  provide  a  supply  for  the  fifteen  prefabricated  houses  in 
Prior’s  Park.  The  provision  of  considerable  extensions  on  the 
Corporation’s  Housing  Estates  is  in  hand. 

Well  Supplies 

There  are  approximately  20  wells  in  the  built-up  part  of  the 
town,  and  in  the  outskirts  a  small  number  of  houses  and  farms  are 
dependent  on  well  supplies  as  main  water  supplies  are  not  available. 
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In  connection  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  28/46 
in  which  particulars  were  required  as  to  the  main  water  supplies  in 
the  borough,  (see  Table  5)  it  was  felt  that  a  survey  of  well  supplies 
in  the  borough  as  used  by  a  small  proportion  of  the  population  would 
be  of  value  and  a  detailed  inspection  was  therefore  carried  out 
during  the  year.

The  total  number  of  houses  therefore  without  main  water 
supplies  is  thirty-eight.  During  the  year  twelve  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analyses  of  well  supplies  were  carried  out  and  were  all 
unsatisfactory.  Informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  in 
October  and  November  and  in  all  cases  action  was  taken  to  connect 
up  to  the  main  supply.  In  quite  a  number  of  cases  the  mains  are 
too  far  awa 3/  at  present  for  connections  to  be  made. 

.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Borough  Surveyor  reports  : 

“  During  1946,  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  of 
sewage  disposal,  which  remain  far  from  satisfactory,  as  I  reported 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1945. 

Preliminary  plans  and  lay-outs  for  the  new  works  on  the  South 
side  of  the  Lower  Lode  Lane,  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on 
the  town  side  of  the  Lower  Lode  Ferry,  have  been  approved  by  the 
Council.  Sewage  will  be  pumped  from  a  station  at  the  site  of  the 
present  works  and  will  gravitate  through  the  new  works  for  treat¬ 
ment,  the  purified  effluent  discharging  into  the  River  Severn/' 

Public  Cleansing 

Most  of  the  Borough  is  scavenged  for  house  refuse  once  a  week, 
and  trade  refuse  is  dealt  with  on  request.  Houses  in  the  more  rural 
areas  have  a  three-weekly  collection  and  there  are  only  a  few  isolated 
houses  on  the  outskirts  which  have  to  dispose  of  their  own  refuse. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Lower  Lode  Lane 
and  at  a  new  tip  in  the  Swilgate,  the  use  of  the  Mythe  Road  tip 
having  been  discontinued. 

During  the  year  the  Council  re-organised  the  refuse  collection 
system,  discarding  horse  transport  and  purchasing  a  two-ton 
Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collector  in  August  1946.  This  has  speeded 
up  refuse  collection  and  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  reduction  in 
operative  costs. 

Refuse  Receptacles 

The  Council  made  the  provision  of  Regulation  Sanitary  Bins 
compulsory  in  March  1938,  but  owing  to  shortages,  it  has  so  far  been 
impossible  to  insist  on  this,  and  refuse  is  still  kept  in  unsatisfactory 
and  unhygienic  containers.  The  provisions  of  Regulation  Bins  will 
be  insisted  upon  as  soon  as  supplies  become  freely  available. 

Latrine  Accommodation 

Nearly  all  the  houses  in  the  Borough  have  water-closets  with 
main  drainage,  although  in  the  more  congested  part  of  the  town  it 
is  an  unsatisfactory  feature  that  two  or  more  families  share  the  same 
latrine. 
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In  the  outlying  areas,  where  there  are  no  sewers  a  number  of 
houses  have  private  water  carriage  systems  while  the  smaller  clais 
of  property  are  dependent  upon  “  conservancy  ”  methods. 


Public  Lavatories 


These  are  at  present  totally  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
travelling  public  as  the  town  is  both  a  centre  for  trippsrs  and  a  long¬ 
distance  bus  stop.  It  is  estimated  that  at  the  peak  of  the  season, 
up  to  200  buses  a  day  stop  for  a  brief  halt.

Work  has  been  commenced  on  site  (b)  but  work  on  both  sites 
has  been  held  up  pending  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Strong  representations  have  been  made  stressing  the  urgency  of  this 
work. 

Public  Baths 

There  are  six  slipper  baths  at  the  Corporation  Bath-house  in 
Mill  Street  which  are  available  as  follows  : — 

Males  .  2  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  Saturdays. 

Females  .  2  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  Thursdays. 

Children  .  Saturdays. 

The  special  bathing  facilities  for  children  have  been  in  abeyance 
during  the  war,  but  were  recommenced  in  March,  1946. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

Improvements  in  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  which  are  now 
undergoing  complete  modernisation,  should  result  in  a  minimum 
pollution  of  the  River  Severn. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  tabulated  below. 

The  Borough  has  again  been  unfortunate  this  year,  as  for  the 
first  four  months  there  was  no  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Stroud 
on  his  return  from  war  service  only  carried  out  his  duties  for  six 
months  until  he  was  appointed  to  a  more  senior  post  on  31st  October. 
Since  then  there  has  been  no  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  spits  of  this, 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  considerably  more  work  has  been  done 
in  the  Department  than  it  was  possible  to  do  last  year.

Shops  Acts,  1912-1945 

The  administration  of  these  Acts  with  regard  to  closing  hours 
is  carried  out  by  a  part-time  Inspector  of  the  Council.  No  serious 
infringements  have  taken  place  and  no  legal  action  was  necessary. 

This  department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  Section 
10  of  the  Act  of  1934  (General  Hygiene).  No  action  has  been 
necessary  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  two  Rag  and  Bone  dealers  (back  of  Avon  and  St.  Mary’s 
Lane).  No  complaints  have  been  received. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911-1928 

Rag  flock  is  neither  manufactured,  used,  or  sold  in  any  premises 
in  the  Borough. 
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Outworkers 

One  outworker  was  notified  as  residing  in  the  Borough.  One 
visit  of  inspection  was  made  and  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  1928-1936 

The  number  of  licences  issued  in  respect  of  premises  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  and  calcium  carbide  was  eleven. 

Camping  Sites 

Three  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  sites  at 
Lower  Avon  Ham,  Odessa  Inn  and  Cotteswold  Dairy.  A  number 
of  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  the  first  named  site. 
Action  was  taken,  with  however,  not  very  satisfactory  results. 
It  is  hoped  to  ensure  that  conditions  are  improved  during  the 
camping  season  next  year. 


W.D.  Camps 

The  Mythe.  This  camp  consisting  of  the  My  the  House  and  a 
hutted  camp  of  about  twenty  living  huts  together  with  annexes  was 
offered  to  this  Council  and  taken  over  in  August,  1946.  The  first 
“  squatters  ”  moved  in  during  the  same  month.  Rents  were  not 
collected  until  October,  1946. 

The  camp  has  the  advantages  of  a  main  water  supply  and  an 
excellent  sewage  disposal  plant  erected  by  the  Royal  Engineers. 

In  order  to  make  the  huts  self-contained  and  suitable  for 
families,  the  following  work  has  been  carried  out  to  the  huts 

(a)  The  provision  of  sinks  and  drain-boards. 

(b)  The  provision  of  stoves,  gas-fires,  gas-cookers  and  electric 
light. 

(c)  Partitions  of  “  breeze-blocks  ”  now  divide  the  huts  to 
provide  two  rooms. 

(d)  “  Elsan  ”  Chemical  Closets  are  provided. 

(e)  Each  hut  has  a  wooden  floor  provided  in  at  least  one  room. 

The  house  itself  is  being  converted  into  six  flats.  The  total 
number  of  families  in  occupation  on  31st  December,  1946  was 
seventeen.  It  is  likely  that  the  final  number  of  families  which  can 
be  accommodated  will  be  twenty-five. 

Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations,  1877-1925 

No  boats  are  registered  by  this  Authority  and  no  action  has 
been  taken  during  the  year.

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Smoke  Abatement 

There  is  one  large  factory  which  has  frequently  been  seen  to 
emit  considerable  quantities  of  smoke.  Informal  action  has  been 
taken,  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  poor  quality  fuel  is  partly 
responsible.  It  is  proposed  to  take  smoke  observations. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  now  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough, 
the  last  one  having  been  closed  in  1939.  From  the  social  aspect  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  type  of  accommodation  is  no  longer 
required. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  Borough,  although 
considerable  use  is  made  by  bathers  of  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Avon. 
There  is  great  scope  for  improving  the  bathing  facilities  in  the  town.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 
Infestation  Order,  1943 

Considerable  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  regard 
to  the  control  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  under  the  delegated 
powers  which  the  Council  hold. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  has  taken  active  participation  in 
two  special  schemes  sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  which 
were  the  subject  of  circular  letters  to  all  Local  Authorities,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  (a)  the  control  of  rats  in  sewers,  and  (b)  a  scheme  for 
private  dwell  ngs.  These  schemes  provide  for  Government  financial 
assistance  for  the  cost  of  work  carried  out.  The  Urban  Pests 
Department  of  the  County  Council  have  continued  to  carry  out,  on 
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behalf  of  the  Council,  the  bulk  of  the  work  of  rat  destruction  in  the 
Borough,  and  under  the  two  special  schemes,  a  summary  of  which 
is  set  out  below  : — 

1.  Sewer  Rat  Control  :  (M.O.F./L.A.Cir./N.S. 1 1  dated  18th  March, 

1946) 

The  first  of  two  maintenance  treatments  was  completed  during 
August.  Sixty-four  out  of  134  sewer  manholes  were  baited,  of  which 
fifty-nine,  or  ninety-two  per  cent,  showed  evidence  of  infestation. 
These  were  treated  with  poisoned  bait. 

The  greatest  infestation  appeared  to  be  on  the  west  or  river  side 
of  the  town,  the  newer  sewerage  systems  being  relatively  clear. 

The  apparent  increase  in  infestation  found  in  the  sewers  as  a 
whole  was  considered  to  be  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  maintenance 
treatments  had  not  been  carried  out  for  more  than  twelve  months. 
A  number  of  test  baits  were  also  laid  in  other  areas  which  had  in  the 
past  shown  little  or  no  signs  of  infestation.  These  were  still  found 
to  be  fairly  free.  The  second  maintenance  treatment  was  carried 
out  in  February,  1947. 

2.  Private  Dwellings  Scheme  (M.O.F./L.A.  Cir./N.S.I2  dated  10th 

May,  1946) 

This  special  scheme  provides  for  the  free  treatment  of  all  private 
dwellings  found  to  be  infested,  during  the  fiscal  year  1946/47.  It 
provides  for  financial  assistance  through  the  Ministry  of  Food  of 
sixty  per  cent,  of  the  overall  cost  for  work  carried  out,  the  local  rate 
being  responsible  for  forty  per  cent.  The  scheme  does  not  extend 
to  business  premises. 

Owing  to  the  considerable  time  which  had  elapsed  since  a  full 
inspection  and  survey  of  the  town  was  made,  a  further  survey  was 
carried  out,  the  result  of  which  revealed  that  infestation  in  premises 
was  relatively  small.  This  was  preceded  by  a  publicity  campaign, 
consisting  of  the  exhibiting  of  posters  and  bills,  and  the  showing 
of  film  flashes  at  the  local  cinema  (by  kind  permission  of  the  manager) 
drawing  attention  to  the  necessity  for  increased  efforts  and  soliciting 
the  co-operation  of  the  public  in  this  important  matter  of  rat  des¬ 
truction.  A  number  of  inspections  were  made  to  premises  and 
infestations  found.  These  were  dealt  with  on  the  principle  of  block 
control,  in  which  areas  or  centres  of  infestation  are  dealt  with  at  a 
time. 

Considerable  infestation  was  also  found  along  the  banks  of  the 
River  Mill  Avon,  but  these  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  County 
Council  operatives. 

During  1946,  1,918  premises  were  inspected  by  the  County 
Urban  Pests  Department  and  sixty-two  infestations  received  treat¬ 
ment.

The  Council  now  own  215  permanent  houses  and  fifteen  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalows  erected  under  the  Housing  Acts,  together  with 
twenty-four  old  houses  which  have  been  reconditioned.  These  latter 
as  previously  reported  are  not  satisfactory  from  the  hygiene  point 
of  view,  and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  demolishing  most 
if  not  all  of  these  as  soon  as  more  housing  is  made  available. 

The  post-war  housing  programme  of  the  Council  consisted  of 
the  immediate  erection  of  fifteen  prefabricated  bungalows  in 
Forester’s  Road  (completed  in  July,  1946)  and  twenty-two  traditional 
type  houses.  (Scheme  I). 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  erection  of  the  traditional  houses 
in  May,  1946,  but  owing  to  difficulties  with  regard  to  both  labour 
and  materials,  progress  was  exceedingly  slow  and  the  position  at 
31st  December  was  as  follows  : —

Scheme  No.  2  consists  in  the  erection  of  forty-four  traditional 
houses  on  the  Perry  Hill  Estate  but  approval  had  not  been  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

New  housing  is  far  the  greatest  need  in  this  District  and  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  from  the  health  point  of  view  of  the  population, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  Council’s  schemes  will  not  be  delayed  as 
much  in  1947  as  they  have  been  in  1946. 

Requisitioned  Houses 

The  total  number  of  houses  requisitioned  as  at  31st  December, 
1947,  was  ten  and  these  were  utilised  to  rehouse  sixteen  families 
who  were  living  under  overcrowded  or  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
This  is  an  increase  of  four  requisitioned  houses  during  the  year.

There  is  one  small  modern  pasteurising  plant  in  the  Borough. 
It  is  well  kept  and  of  six  samples  taken  during  the  year,  one  was  not 
entirely  satisfactory  but  the  other  five  satisfied  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 

The  five  registered  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough  ceased  to 
function  on  the  outbreak  of  war  and  slaughtering  for  local  require¬ 
ments  is  carried  out  at  the  central  abattoir  at  Cheltenham,  where  the 
meat  is  subject  to  a  hundred  per  cent,  inspection. 

During  the  year  seven  slaughter-men’s  licences  were  issued  by 
the  Council. 


Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924 
Transport  and  handling  of  meat 

Meat  is  transported  to  local  retail  butchers  by  Transport  firms 
acting  for  the  Ministry  of  Food  under  general  administration  of  an 
Area  Transport  Manager.  During  the  year  it  was  noted  that  the 
methods  of  handling  and  transporting  the  meat  left  a  good  deal  to 
be  desired,  and  the  whole  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Deputy 
Area  Meat  and  Livestock  Officer  (S.W.  area).  There  are  still 
shortages  of  suitable  vehicles,  protective  clothing,  containers,  etc., 
but  definite  improvements  were  noted  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 


Foods  and  Drugs  Act,  1938

There  are  seven  bakehouses  in  the  Borough.  Eight  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  in  only  one  case  was  informal 
action  necessary  with  regard  to  whitewashing  walls  and  ceilings. 
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Ice-Cream 

There  are  fifteen  retailers  of  ice-cream,  ten  of  whom  are  making 
their  own  out  of  proprietary  “  mixes  Six  samples  were  taken  by 
this  Department  during  the  year  and  only  one  could  be  considered 
satisfactory  by  bacteriological  standards. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  183/46  of  8th  October,  1946,  states 
that  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  have  been  made  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  public  health  against  infection.  The 
Minister  considers  that  bacteriological  tests  of  samples  are  of  value, 
but  that  a  bacteriological  standard  cannot  be  laid  down.  The  date 
on  which  these  Regulations  come  into  force  has  been  fixed  for 
1st  May,  1947.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Table  24  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
during  the  year  divided  into  age  groups.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
cases  (11)  compared  with  a  total  of  120  cases  in  1945. 

Diphtheria  and  Immunisation 

The  statistics  are  dealt  with  fully  on  pages  23  to  25. 

Smallpox 

Owing  to  the  return  of  service  personnel  from  areas  overseas 
where  smallpox  is  prevalent,  this  Department  is  notified  by  the 
Port  or  Aerodrome  Health  Authority  when  any  personnel  come  to 
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this  area.  These  personnel  are  then  kept  under  observation  by  this 
Department  until  the  possibility  of  their  developing  smallpox  is  over. 

During  the  year  there  were  seven  of  these  contacts  requiring 
supervision. 

Typhoid  Contacts 

When  there  was  an  outbreak  of  enteric  involving  over  200  cases 
at  Aberystwyth  in  July/August,  1945,  owing  to  contaminated  ice¬ 
cream,  the  names  of  visitors,  normally  resident  in  this  area,  were 
notified  to  this  Department,  and  on  their  return,  they  were  closely 
supervised  until  the  incubation  period  of  the  disease  was  over.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
(Circular  193/45  dated  14th  November,  1945),  record  cards  have 
been  held  by  this  Authority  since  1st  January,  1946,  of  all  children 
in  the  District  who  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria.  All 
statistics  are  now  submitted  by  this  Department  direct  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

At  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  copies 
of  the  above  returns  are  sent  to  him  for  the  information  of  the 
County  Public  Health  Committee.
